Halfadozen divers have 
worked faithtully for the last six week, and 
have saved large quantities of stores 
the Vandalia. They used no diving ap- 
paratus, and exposed themselves to great 
danger on account of the floating wreckage. 

REPAIRING THE NIPSIC. 

After tne Nipsic was hauled off it was 
teen that she had been considerably dam- 
aged by pounding onthe beach. Her en- 
gines and boilere had been sprung, and she 
also leaked a little. The most serious loss, 
however, was that of her rudder and smoke- 
stack, and the scraping away of ‘several 
inches of her keel the whole length of the 
vessel.

Nothing was accomplished. The war scare 
broke out among Mataafa’s men on the 
‘night of April 3d- They. were prenaring. 
for a review of their forces in Apia and it 
was expected that very few men would be 
left in the camp. A report reache pia 
that Tamasese intended to take advantage 
of the absence of so many of Mataafa’s men 
and attack the camp. Accordingly 350 of 
Mataafa’s warriors took to the bush about 
a mile from Tamasese. They remained in 
the vicinity two days, but firding no sign 
of hostilities returned to camp. 

INTERVIEW WITH TAMASESE. 

The press correspondent interviewed 
Tamasese at his camp two weeks ago. 
Signs of poverty and destitution were no- 
ticeable on every hand, and his men were 
suffering from. want of proper shelter. 
Tamasese said but little about the political 
situation, but manifested great interest in

French Philosopher — Maria

John of Barneveldt, the celebrated 
Dutch statesman whose history has 
been written by John Lothrop Motley, 
was beheaded at The Hague May 13, 
1619. After William of Orange, the 
Dutch owed their emancipation from 
the Spanish yoke to the man whom 
they beheaded. As Advocate-General 


peace, prosperity, freedom from debt 
and the restorationof the towns which 
had been surrendered to England as 


pendence. His great enemy was 
Prince Maurice of Orange and a strug- 
gle ensued between the civil and mil- 
itary powers. There was also a con- 
test between the Calvinists and Ar- 
minians, to which last Barneveldt be- 
longed. Hecontended for toleration 
of all sects, even the Catholics. To 
ain their point the Calvinists joined 

rince Maurice, who was not of their 
belief, and by this combination the 
liberal and patriotic Barneveldt was 
overpowered. After a trial which was 
a mockery of justice, he was con- 
demned to death, and actually suffered 
the punishment of decapitation May 
13, 1619, when 72 years old. 

A GREAT NATURALIST. 

Baron Cuvier, the celebrated French 
philosopher, statesman, author and 
naturalist, was born August 23, 1769. 
He studied at Stuttgart, and his 
early essays on natural history at- 
tracted great attention, so that when 
he settled in Paris iu 1795 he was 
treated with marked distinction by 
the savants of that city. He became 
of natural history, a mem 

r of the French Institute, and in 
1802 was elected perpetual secretary 
of the Academy of Sciences. Cuvier 
laid the foundation of the present 
science of comparative anatomy, in 
his great work on The Animal King- 
dom,“ which was published in 1817. 
His brain weighed 64 ounces and was 
one of the largest ever known. Cu- 
vier died May 13, 1832. 

One of the most celebrated of female 
sovereigns was Maria Theresa, daugh- 
ter of Emperor Charles VI., and
